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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' Amendment/remarks are 
unpersuasive. First of all, Applicants' specification does not disclose or otherwise enable the limitation of a failure analyzer for applying 
one or more constraints to the characterization of a failure. Applicants' Figure 4 illustrates a method of comparing different views of a 
circuit design, according to Applicants' specification, and does not disclose a failure analyzer. Second, Martin does disclose a symbolic 
stimulus generator and the applicable citations are provided in the office action. Finally, contrary to Applicants' assertion, the instant 
rejections are not based on Applicants' disclosure. Cf., shorthand for the word "compare", was referenced in the Remarks section of the 
final rejection and is not relied on for the substantive rejection therein . 
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
